Sierra Nevada Knocked the Boys 
Some Striking Examples. 
[Special Correspondence of the GazeTre.} 

Virerinia City, Dec. 8. 

The recent break in stocks takes 
the first rank in point of suddenness 
and wide spread disaster. If a great 
battle had been fought at the foot of 
Mt. Davidson, and hundreds of men 
killed, the effect onthe business of 
this city and the Pacific coast would 
net have been more trying. It is said 
that 1500 Viaginians were sold eut 
and bankrupted, many coming out 
deeply in debt. Men who had preach- 
ed and practiced all their lives the 
policy of total abatianence from stock 
gambling were overcome by the daz- 
zling prospect in Sierra Nevada and 
hastened to secure a portion of the rich 
harvest it promised, only to be in- 
volved in the grand crash, which 
caught not only the small fry, but 
many of the oldest and keenest opera- 
tors on the market. Even the banks 
and such brokers as deal only on the 
order of customers, found the margins 
awept away and the shares worth less 
than their advances, before they could 
unload them. When the small opera- 
tors found their stock going up, in- 
stead of selling a little to pay their 
honest debts and secure a small profit, 
they doubled up at a large figure, and 
when another rise took place doubled 
again, until the market consisted of a 
mass of inverted cones of deht, stand- 
ing upon needle points of capital. 
Tae result is known to most of us by 
actual experience. Drop, drop, drop. 
The most heroic struggle for mud 
could not save the debtors, and with 
no one interested in saving the total 
wiping away of values, the panic ran 
away from those who drove it, and 
would stop at nothing short of sheer 
exhaustion. So far as can be judged 
by unbiased minds the blame attaches 
to no particular man or set of men. 
The owners of the mine were no less 
excited than the public, and all went 
wild together. When the break occur- 
red the bonanza men were the only 
ones who could take in the stocks and 
if they chose not to invest they had 
the right to let the opportunity pass. 
When they began to buy, the descent 
was too well under way to be stopped 
and they laid in what they chose at 
constantly receeding prices, without 
any affect on the market. A volume 
of most.

could be collected from the ups and 
downs of the past few months. I 
could not resist the temptation to 
note afew. Jo Aude,a boy hardly of 


age, started with $80 and multi- 
plyed it by 1000. He could have quit 
with between $90,000 and $100,000, but 
no! he doubled up and now isa mag- 
nificent ruin with a debt of $85,000. 
During the deal he handled over three 
quarters ofa million. A blacksmith 
engaged in sharpning picks at one of 
the mines had $1100 to begin 
with, got up to $50,000 and quits $27,- 
000 in debt. Long Stevens, a miner in 
Sierra Nevada,started on a shoe string 
made $80,000 and is now reveling on 
the shoe string again.

He busted and is again the bearer of 
ham, and eggs-sausage on the side. 
An officer of the V. & T. R. R. with 
8100 capital bought 300 shares 
of Bodie at 81 sold it at 812 
and bought 100 Union and 100 
Sierra Nevada. He was advised to 
sell at 8200, but deubled up instead, 
and is now 810,000 in debt. In the 
day of his prosperity he furnished his 
heme with the taste and elegance be- 
coming his wealth. Though still a 
young man he feels the change keenly. 
If he were twenty years older we 
should expect to see him bow beneath 
the stroke but at his age and with his 
ability there is no reason for despond- 
ency. 
A LUCKY SUPERINTENDENT. 


A well-known superintendent who 
had carried a trifling balance of $125,- 
000 on the wrong side of his banker's 
books, since the break in the Bonan- 
anzas, got in 1000 shares of Sierra Ne- 


vada at $16 and is now sup- 
posed to be wallowing in wealth, tem- 
perarily. The only way to keep good 
men on the Comstock is to keep them 
broke and it is the policy of the ring 
to keep them so, with fan occasional 
rise to keep up the delusien.

ABOUT BODIE. 


Present Condition and Future Pros- 
pects of the Camp. 


From General O. H. LaGrange who 
returned from Bodie last night a Ga- 
ZETTE reporter learns that the town of 
Bodie has increased one-third in the 
last three months in buildings of a 
good character. The merchants have 
laid in large quantities of previsions 
and other supplies, so there will be no 
suffering. The residences are scat- 
tered over the hillsides, and are com- 
paratively safe, but the business por- 
tion is built of wood on two sides of a 
long narrow street over a mile in ex- 
tent. Water is very scarce and if a 
spark is ever dropped the whole thing 
goes.
